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INTRODUCTION 

I first planned an EDITH PIAF discography over 10 years ago, when in Paris. 
Mons. Charles Delaunay provided me with his personal files on the lady's Polydor 
and Columbia recordings. The Polydors, her first records ran from 1936 till 
about 1944 when Philips took over the Polydor label. Piaf gpidently was 
dissatisfied with the new ownership and contracted with Columbia (except for a 
few sides on Decca FR) , with whom she remained till the end of her career. She 

died in October 1963. 

In the ensuing years contact was made with many collectors here in U.S.A. and 
abroad who provided bits which filled in here and there. Also during this time 
time, she had become a legend and her LPs had been reissued over and over in 
all the European countries, many South American nations, Japan and of course, 
the U.S. I am sure that there are many more which I Know nothing about. 

About two years ago I began communicating with a N.Y. collector who I nominate 
as the possessor of the largest Piaf LP collection in the world, two hundred at 
last count. This gentleman, CHRIS BLOM of Hawthorne N.Y. , has provided me with 
Zerox copies of the liner notes and label information from all his LPs. This 
finally helped me to round out ^he Polydor discography to where I feel it is 
ready for print. 

Still, there is much more needed on her Columbia records and I hope that our 
readers, the most knowledgeable in record researching, will dig down and help 
with matrix numbers missing from the Polydor sessions -and many matrix numbers 
from the Columbia sessions from 1946 till her death in 1963. Information 
relating to the dates and places of her personal appearances during her U.S. 

tour are also of great importance.

(send return sae or postcard) and we will stive you a lead. Harold has also referred 
to another volume in his files -that beiner the Oodrich-Dixon BLUES and GOSPEL work. 
Qwin" to the fact that this volume is now out-of -print, the original as well as the 
2nd edit ion, -and that much of the material has been incorporated into Rust's 4th 
edition, the original B&G(BG) napes that Harold lists, serve only as a source chain 
to Rust's 4th edition of his JR. 

Any underlined matrix 
number is presumed to be rejected (e*?. .Nov. 24,1 903, £=Z4£=ll. And if you see a 
hyphen in a column where the numerical of the date appears -that means that 
Murine the month, definite date unknown" (ee.. see April 1922 0M5 Gypsy Blues 
20139-2). There's a heck of a lot of abbreviations in the listing. The seasoned 
researcher will know most of them. Rust's JR volumes will certainly help, too!

EXOTIC FOREIGNERS 



** ALBERT COATES and ELLY NEY** 



Albert Coates is nicknamed "Speedy Gonzales" by my col- 
lector friend and colleague Edward A. Cowan because of his 
fast tempi. His 1928 recording o r the first movement of the 
Mozart Jupiter Symohony must be the fastest ever attempted; 
too fast for my taste. But the succeed ing three movements, 
though brisk, are not so breakneck and demonstrate a remark- 
able vitality. Tom Clear chose the Jupiter to reissue in his 
orchestral set of several years back. V/hen I received Tom's 
set I was temporarily (thanks to burglars) without the means 
to play records. I took the set to a ^riend's to audition. 
My friend happened to be an outspoken Mozart devotee^ V/hen 
we heard the first movement both of us said, "hey, that's too 
"ast!" After hearing the rest we both concluded that we liked 
the performance. I don't know if my friend has changed her 
mind about the Coates recording, but my first reaction re- 
mains unchanged. 

Although Tom Clear's orchestral set has long ago disap- 
peared, the Coates Jupiter has recently been reissued by the 
Albert Coates Heritage coupled with Coates' recording of 
Stravinsky's "Song of the Nightingale" and Respighi's "The 

Fountains of Rome." Although I haven't heard the record 
the Stravinsky especially sounds interesting. The address 
is The Heritage/P.O. Box 84/Bronx, NY 10473. 

Coates was probably the most prolific recording conduct- 
or of the 1920s. He turned out gobs of recordings, and though 
he was usually at the top of his form in Russian music and in 
Wagner, his interests were apparently very wide. The only 
Coates recording now in general circulation is the Rachmanin- 
off Third Piano Concerto with Vladimir Horowitz on Seraphim, 

but Past Masters had issued, some time ago, a recording titled 
"Albert Coates Conducts Russian Music," (PM 11) with very in- 
formative notes by Christopher Dyment, the Weingartner dlscog- 
rapher. Side One is a 1929/31 recording of the Borodin Sym- 
phony No. 2, and a supercharged reading it is. As I auditioned 
the Borodin in preparation for this article I could not help 
but think that I've never heard the work in the concert hall. 
It deserves more jplay than it gets. The other side is a 1920 
recording of 'Scriabin' s^'Poem of Ecstacy" transferred from Tom 
Clear's rare acoustic f>'s. Coates never recorded the Scriabin 
electrically, which is a pity because the acoustic sides, 
though carefully transferred, give us only a ghostly glimpse of 
that very colorful score. During his long Russian sojourn, 
Coates was a close associate of Scriabin and his reading of the 
work is probably as close to Scriabin's own conception of it as 
we can get. Both works were recorded with the London Symphony. 

Recently I turned up an obscure Coates recording of the 
Overture to Wagner's first opera, Die Feen . Edward Cowan, our 
resident opera expert, tells me that Die Feen (The Fairies) 
was never performed in Wagner's lifetime. The record is en a 
black label Victor and is the only 7^ recording ever made of the 
overture. Tom Clear says he has never seen a copy of the Coates 
recording, which suggests to me that I made a real find, one 
that is certainly worth the 2<V I paid for it. Nothing like 
enjoying the fruits of a successful junking expedition especi- 
ally since this one. and ten others of the twelve records in an 
album I bought for $3.50, are in N or N- condition. 

In The Music Goes Round Fred Gaisberg tells of his first 
meeting with Albert Coates, circa 1912. Gaisberg and his as- 
sociates had just set up new studios for the Gramophone Com- 
pany in St. Petersburg when a large, dapper gentleman walked 
in and said, "Oh, you're English. I might have known it would 
be Englishmen behind this thing." Coates had studied composi- 
tion under Rimsky-Korsakov, cello with the famous Julius Klen- 
gel In Leipzig, and piano with Robert Teichmuller. But it was 
Artur Nikisch's dynamic conducting with the Leipzig Gewandhaus 
Orchestra that fired Coates' ambition to be a conductor. He 
became Nikisch's understudy. Nikisch once said to him, "the 
baton seems Insufficient for your feelings, Coates; you'd better 
take a whip." But Nikisch thought highly of his young admirer, 
and after Coates had spent a few months in Berlin studying 
piano with the noted Teresa Carreno, Nikisch brought him back to 
Leipzig as chorusmaster. 

Afterwards, Coates accepted several important conducting 
assignments in Germany and Russia, and returned to St. Peters- 
burg to conduct Siegfried in 1910 . His first English appear- 
ance was that year as conductor of the LSO where he introduced

Maximilian Steinberg's Second Symphony and also performed 
Beethoven's Seventh. 

Coates was bsck in Russia when the revolution broke out, 
and though he was chosen to direct a theater orchestra of 
workers, illness forced him to return to England where he 
regained his health and helped to reconstitute the LSO. He 
conducted the orchestra's first post-war concerts. Coates 
made his American debut with the New York Symohony in 1920 
and eventually returned to the U. S. as principal conductor 
of the Eastman Rochester Orchestra. In the meantime he con- 
ducted opera all over Europe and returned for a series of 
concerts in the Soviet Union. Between the wars Coates com- 
posed many works including a symphony dedicated to Nikisch's 
memory and an opera based on the diaries of Samuel Pepys (one 
can hardly imagine a less promising source for an opera). 
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In the 1930s Coates composed and directed motion pic- 
ture music and even appeared on the screen in a George Burns 
and Grade Allen flick. He came beck to England, where his 
last recordings were made for English Decca. Then he moved 
to South Africa, occasionally conducting the Cane Town Sym- 
phony. He died in South Africa in 1953. 

Although Leopold Stokowski is sometimes criticized for 
making changes in scores, he was never so wilful as Coates 
was. It was probably Coates' arbitrary way with scores that 
eventually led to the decline of his popularity as a con- 
ductor. Now he appears to be coming beck, and we should 
begin to see more of his records reissued. 

Another weP-known recording artist, the oianist Elly 
Ney, also reached her centennial year in 1982. Ellv Ney began 
her recording career with Brunswick in acoustical days. As 
a matter of fact, a contemporary Brunswick envelope blurb 
claims that she was descended from Marshal Ney, Napoleon's 
famed field commander. It might be true, but one distrusts 
blurbs like that. 

If Elly Ney were of French descent, she spent most of 
her career in Germany, having married the Dutch conductor, 
Willem van Hoogstraten. Together they made a famous record- 
ing of Richard Strauss' s Burleske for Piano and Orchestra. 

During the 1920s Elly Ney made several American tours, 
and her husband became co-conductor, with Willem Mengelberg, 
of the New York Philharmonic from 1923 to 1Q?5, but did not 
record with the NYPO. Ney, however, settled in Germany in 
the 1930s and seldom played outside of Germany after that. 

One reason for the decline of her career as an internation- 
al artist was that she was too closely associated with the 
Nazi regime. In the 1930s and afterwards she recorded for 

Telefunken and Electrola both as a soloist and with a cham- 
ber group she had founded. 

After the Second World War she continued to make re- 
cordings. Her post-war recording of the Beethoven EmDerer 
Concerto, with Karl BBhm, was issued on a Urania LP. I 
heard it several years ago and remember being rather dis- 
appointed with her performance. 

An interesting Ney recording once came out on the 
British Marble Arch label. It included two performances of 
the Beethoven Op. Ill Piano Sonata back to back, one re- 
corded in the 1930s, the other In the 1950s. I believe 
Marble Arch, a low-priced label, obtained the masters from 
Telefunken. There is also another performance of the Beet- 
hoven Op. Ill by her on an Electrola LP coupled with the 
Op. 13 Sonata and two shorter Beethoven pieces. 

Beethoven was Elly Ney's specialty, which earned her 
the nickname of "Beethoven's sister." She was also called 
"the female Paderewski." Probably some overzeelous manager 
dreamed the latter name up. Neither her performances nor 
her repertory resembled Paderewski' s . At oresent several of 
Elly Ney's recordings (mostly Beethoven) are available on 
Telefunken LP in Germany but are not sold widely in the U.S. 
So far as I know none of Ney's chamber recordings is cur- 
rently available either here or in Germany, which seems a 
pity because they constitute some of her best recorded work. 

Her associates in the Elly Ney Trio were the violinist 
Max Strub and the cellist Ludwig Hoelscher. Both were noted 
soloists in their own right. Strub's pre-war recording of 
the Beethoven Violin Concerto with the Saxon State Orchestra 
conducted by Karl BBhm was reissued by Electrola about a 
year or so before Bo"hm's death in October, I98I. It is 
still available In a multi-record set, and the performance 
Is noteworthy because Strub and BBhm play Beethoven's ori- 
ginal cadenza with timpani. Tom Clear reproduced the ca- 
denza only in his original Augmented History of the Violin 
set, now out of print. Ludwig Hoelscher' s recording of the 
Boccherini Cello Concerto, with the Berlin Philharmonic con- 
ducted by Otto Matzerath, was issued on Deutsche Gramophon 
and later on U. S. Heliodor. Although Hoelscher plays the 
Grtttzmacher edition, considerably altered from what Boccher- 
ini Intended, the record is well worth picking up should it 
appear in a second-hand bin. 

Elly Ney continued to play in public almost up to her 
death. Her final recital took place on March 9, I968, three 
weeks before she died.

Joyce 1 106 is Part 2 of the "Battle of the Dorseys" from 
the Casino Gardens in Calif., with the bands of Jimmy and Tommy 
heard seperately and en masse on one number. The various singers 

are Stuart Foster, Lucy Ann Polk, Bob Carrol and England's Denny 
Dennis. * 

Joyce 1 107 spotlights the band of Gene Krupa at the 
Meaaowbrook (in 1940) and at the Hollywood Palladium in 1946. 
Irene Daye is featured vocally on most numbers, with the rest of 
the mike assignments going to Buddy Stewart and Carolyn Gray. 

All of the above are from Joyce's One Night Stand series, 
and the final item to be reviewed is Joyce 6028 . which again 
features the band of Harry James. This time it's his various girl 
singers with the band who get equal billing. It covers a period 
from 1939 to 1947 and you'll hear Marion Morgan, Pat Flaherty, 
Lynn Richards, Connie Haines and Bernice Byers. Betty Grable is 
also heard on one number, but as we all know she was not a canary 
. with Harry. She d^d record with him but under the name~"of Ruth 
Haag, for obvious reasons since she was under studio contract 
at the time. 

From Sunbeam Records (13821 Calvert St., Van Nuys, Ca 
91401 ) comes two more items in the Texas Rose series with TXR- 1 
devoted to Dave Edwards & His Alabama Boys from Dallas in DecT 
of 1937. Perhaps not as well known as some of the Western Swing 
type of groups, nevertheless they are deserving of this release. 

ZSBSfiZafi features The Sons of the West, who were one of 

the very best in this field. Jimmie Meek and Billy Briggs were 

the catalysts in this group. And I must add that collectors 

of this type of music should appreciate the efforts of Alan 

Roberts at Sunbeam for releasing Texas Rose, and especially to 

Gary Ginell, who produced, trasnferred and annotated this rare 
material. 

RCA has released Vo. Ill of Hooked On Classics, as 

performed by Louis Clark & The Royal Philharmonic Orch. on 

AaddfcSflgi and it,s Just as good as the first two! It should 
also fatten the coffers at RCA. 

My choice for the best of the "outlaws" has to be Waylon 
and not Willie! AHLI-467^ is Waylon Jennings at his very best! 
You'll love it. * 

When it comes to durability, class is_important # AnQ 

class and talent has always been one of Perry Corao's 
strong points, making him one of the most durable of pop singers. 
On AFL1-4272 does not have to rely on nostalgia, but proves once 
again he can handle any of the good contemporary music on the 
scene today. Perry doesn't "cut" too many albums these days, but 
when he does they are winners! 

Progressive Records (P.O. Box 500, Tifton, Ga 31794) 
always surprise me with some of the fine jazz releases they send 
me. PRO 7058 is one of the best I've heard in a long time that 
features the modern big band sound. This one has Dick Meldonian 
and Sonny Igoe & Their Big Swing Jazz Band. And it's a gas! 

From England comes a release on Saville label worth a 
mention. It's SVL 153 featuring Geraldo & His Orch from 1938 
to 1941* Jerry always had one of the better dance bands from 
.across the seas. Vocals are handled by Cyril Grantham, Dorothy 
Carless, Len Camber and the ubiquitous Al Bowlly heard on 9 of 
the 20 cuts. Also, Eve Becke is heard on one. - - For any info 
on English LP's write to Miss Sutton at Wayfarers Radio & Tv, 
20-30 Burton Arcade, Lord Street, Southport, Merseyside PR8 1NU, 
England. She has always been helpful and cooperative to those 
.who wish to buy English LP's unavailable in this country. 

Some special kudos must go out to a small but enterprising 
record company, and their Broadway label. While they don't have 
too many releases a year, those they do bring out should be of 
great interest to many collectors. For example: 

Broadway BR-1 12 : "Tommy Dorsey, Trumpets and Trombones, 
Vol. 1", in which TD is featured on both instruments. These are 
all from the 20' s, and the bands include Paul Whiteman, Hoagy 
Carmichael & His Pals, Dorsey Bros., The Knickerbockers, Seger 
Ellis Orch., and Arthur Schutt Orch. This is a real classic, and 
even includes some rejected tests. 

Broadway BR-1 14 : is admittedly by the producers of a 
quality not up to par, but historically it's so important one 
can overlook that. This one features Bing Crosby with the Glenn 
Miller Air Force Band recorded in London on 31 Aug. 1944. Side 
'•2 of this album features some very rare Bing on some private and 
^unreleased record dates. 

Broadway BR-1 01 is not new, but it got by me somehow when 
' it first came out. I would advise that you not let it get by you! 
It's called "Radio Rarities" and is from the 20' s and 30' s. Heard 
are Red Nichols, ftiy Miller, Coon-Sanders, Benny Goodman, Hal 
Kemp, and Mitchell Ayres and their orchestras. Some of the jazz 
greats who appear are" Joe Sullivan, Adrian Rollini, Muggsy 
Spanier, Glenn Miller, Mary Lou Williams, Gene Krupa, Toots 
Mondello, Bud Freeman, Ziggy Elman, etc.
